Immunisations 

The  number  of  children  treated  under  the  Council's  Scheme  was 
1621  of  whom 530  were  under  five,  and  1091  were  five  years  of  age  and 
over,  but  under  fifteen.  The  percentage  of  those  immunised  is  75% 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  72%  over  five,  but  under  fifteen.

The  Council's  Scheme  for  the  immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough 
was  instituted  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Wo  statistics  were 
available  at  the  end  of  the  year.

One  prosectnion  was  instituted  "by  the  Council  against  a local 
resident  fpr  trading  as  a Knacker  without  having  obtained  a Licence 
from  the  Local  Authority.  A conviction  was  obtained. 


Slaughter  of  Livestock  for  Home  Consumption. 

In  connection  with  Licences  to  slaughter  for  home  consumption, 
issued  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer,  112  pigs  and  3 sheep  carcasses 
were  examined  during  the  year! 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act 


The  operation  of  the  Council's  scheme  under  the  above  Act, 
for  the  payment  of  2d  per  rats  tail  was  continued.  15,000  rats  were 
destroyed  under  this  scheme.
